In a statement read by Dr. VT. J. 
Haven, of the American Bible Society, 
the Federal Council denied that pro­ 
hibition was adopted hastily at the 
behest of a puritanical minority; de­ 
clared the evils of the dry era are 
far less menacing than those of the 
old wet days, and pleaded that the 
Volstead act be given a reasonable 
chance to demonstrate its virtues.

With the borough’s treasury 
completely drained, bills for two 
months unpaid and April first in­ 
terest due, another slight delay 
has 
been 
encountered 
before 
Treasurer W. G. Weaver will re­ 
ceive the proceeds of two bond 
issues sold several months ago to 
the First National Bank. 
The delay has been occasioned 
by 
a 
Philadelphia 
legal 
firm 
specializing on bond issue m at­ 
ters, and employed by the First 
National Bank to pass upon the 
legality of the two bond issues, 
totaling $75,000. 
The law’ firm, 
which has been furnished with al­ 
most every step in the issuance 
of the two bond issues, is now 
asking for additional information 
relative to the borough’s financial 
condition. The local bank and its 
Gettysburg attorney have l>e*en 
pressing for immediate action in 
order 
to 
relieve 
the 
borough 
strain. 
A 
statement 
of 
the 
town’s 
finances w’as sent to Philadelphia, 
along »with ordinances, election 
returns, minutes of council meet­ 
ings, and what-not, in connection 
with the issuance of the two bond­ 
ed 
obligations. 
Now', 
the 
law 
firm is asking th at it be furnished 
w ith the* total amount of the bor­ 
ough’s liabilities, authorized by 


council, and the amount of those 
obligations authorized by popular 
vote. 
According to Ross Myers, bor­ 
ough secretary, this additional 
information will be forwarded to 
Philadelphia today or tomorrow. 
Although he was unable to say 
just when the* Philadelphia con­ 
cern would finally pass upon the 
two bond issues, Mr. Myers ex­ 
pressed the view that within the 
next week or ten days the bor­ 
ough would be ready to turn the 
bonds over to the bank for the 
$75,000, and tho amount of the 
premium given at the time of the 
sale. The bonds were printed by 
The Gettysburg Times, lowest bid­ 
der, and delivered to the borough 
secretary several weeks ago. 
One of the bond issues is for 
$55,000, and was passed by a vote 
of the people to build a new sew­ 
age treatment plant, while the 
other 
issue, 
for $20,000, rep­ 
resents street 
improvement re­ 
demption bonds, and was author­ 
ized by council. 
Meanwhile, the borough’s stack 
of unpaid bills continues to mount 
higher and higher, as current ex­ 
penses of March and April remain 
unpaid. All borough employes re­ 
main unpaid, it is stated, and will 
until the money from the bond is­ 
sues is forthcoming.
